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481—102.1(99B) License requirements.   Premises which have a Class “A,” Class “B,” Class “C,” or
Class “D” liquor control license or Class “B” beer permit shall have a social gambling license in order
to allow gambling between individuals or sports betting pools on the premises. Social gambling shall
not be conducted until an application is approved and a license is issued by the department. The license
fee is $150.

102.1(1) Except as provided in Iowa Code sections 99B.11 and 99B.12, a social gambling license is
required in order to allow gambling between individuals of any age in a public place that does not serve
beer or liquor. The license fee is $100. Sports betting pools are not allowed under this license.

102.1(2) The license is valid for two years from the date issued and shall be prominently displayed
on the premises.

102.1(3) The licensee is responsible for compliance by participants.
This rule is intended to implement Iowa Code sections 99B.6 and 99B.9.
